In view of the fact that the Bureau's SIS program is being 
brought to a dose, it is felt that we should definitely not encourage the 
Basques to bring any more employees into Argentina. I believe we should 
inform them that our entire program is being curtailed because of peace- 
time conditions and requirements, and that we are unable to estimate at 
this time how long we will need their services.
